.Objections to Borrowing Theories ' " " " " " " "

Sometime ago I reported a plan for an economic program for democracy 


proposed y a group of Harvard and Tufts professors. Readers have written to 
ask If I approved the proposal for a continuing policy of government borrowing. 
For some reason they had the impression thai I did. The aliswer, of course, 
is that I do not. 
But the subject is one of growing im- 


' 
®portance as are the facts out of which 


that Importance .grows. Our present 
capitalist system must have investment 
functioning actively in order to keep 
alive. And, for a variety of reasons, 
active investment has been growing 
steadily less. Certain economists who 
recognize this say the only way out is 
for the government to take over the 
function of investment. They there- 
fore insist that the government must do 
the borrowing. This being a more 
or less frightening prospect they de- 
fend It on the ground that it is not 
as important or serious as it seems, if 
the government will see that the bonds 
are distrbuted among the people. Un- 
der these circumstances the govern- 
ment will tax the people to pay the 
interest but it will pay the interest o 
them, one operation cancelling the 
other. 


With this theory I am in complete 


disagreement. 


Profit From Borrowing? 


There is another theory that the gov- 


ernment ought not to hesitate to bor- 
row since that is Die only wny to keep 
the system afloa. And although after 
a while the debt will become oppres- 
sive, the government will shake it off 
by devaluation. This seems cruel, but 
the defense is that it is essential, that 
for many years the borrowing does ac- 
tually produce a widespread condition 
of relief and even makes profits for 
the well-to-do. While devaluation will 
hurt their investments, a failure to bor- 
row would hurt them—in fact, destroy

!o this limifbd number of stockholders. 
It may not be heavy interest but cer- 
tainly, whatever it is, the masses do 
not collect it. 


It is only a matter of time when we 


will-have to fund this depression debt. 
When we do the interest change on the 
whole debt will be around a billion 
and a TiahV Thereafter that sum-will 
be a disturbing factor in every budget. 
Because we have too heavy a charge 
we shall hear that we cannot do this 
and cannot do that. The activities of 
the government will be circumscribed. 
The thcary of the perpetual debt and 
its pcrpcrlual expansion is an alluring 
one.

"Let us suppose tiiat Hiram dies and 


consider the trouble of his estate first," 
the Deaen says. "He has a summer 
home in Michigan, his real home in 
Ohio. A few cattle or other personal 
property in Michigan—a staple little 
estate. ' 


"Who taxes the Ohio home? Ohio, 


of course. And the 'Michigan home? 
Michigan, is right. 


"But what about the cattle? Hiram 


has requested they be sold and the 
money given to his heirs. Can Ohio 
collect an inheritance tax on the 
money? Can Michagan collect a tax 
on the cattle? Must the estate pay two 
taxes on his property? 


"Opinion is diveded. There are cases 


in some states on both sides of the 
question. The weight of cases seems 
to be that Ohio could not collect taxes 
on the money but that Michigan might 
tax the money for the cottle but not the 
cattle as personal property." 


Death and Taxes Again

Before Congress really gets down to work on the rearmament program, 


it is to be hoped that its members will appreciate the fact that, in a military 
sense, America oday is in the position of England during the 19th century. 


Which 'is to say that America today is an insular nation. Its true defense 


lies on the sea. Just as England was protected by its "moat" until the modem 
bdmbing plane rendered the most useless, so today America is protected by 
its own moat—the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. And no military program the 
nation can devise is worth paying for unless it is found on that simple fact. 


Modern armaments take three forms—land, sea and air. And an insular 


nation'must approach its defense problems from a different angle than a nation 
whivh does not enoy the protection of the sea. Germany, for instance, must 
have a very strong army in order to be secure; it must have peace-time con- 
scription and all the rest of the machinery that enables it to put an overwhelm- 
ing force on the frontiers at a moment's notice. 


t But that is not at all the answer to the problem on this side of the 
Atlantic. A nation which can keep its enemies from getting near its frontiers 
does not need a strong frontier guard, A small, mobile force that can be 
rushed quickly to any danger spot is all it needs in the way of frontier defense 


But on the water the situation is reversed. Germaany can have security with 


a.-relatjyely small .navy; the United States, on the other hand, cannot have it 
without an exceedingly strong navy. For the simple, geographical fact that 
any possible enemy must cross the ocean before it can can get at him gives 
Uncle Sam the chance to hold all enemies at arm's length-provided that he 
maintains the right kind of fleet backed with an adequate air force

This-is,an extremely important fact in relation to the prospects for Amer- 


ican democracy. For a nation which must prepare in the European manner 
with conscription of manpower and regimentation of industry, must inevitably 
surrender some of ,ts iberties-as the French are learning today, o their sorrow 
But a sea power can have security without paying that price 


It was not ..by accident that Engand enjoyed unbroken freedom and demo- 


cracy for so many years. It was able to do so becuase. being defended on and

ed the germ causation of disease, bac 
teriology became the center of medica 
attention, and great numbers of invest 
igntors began the study of bacteria 
causation of disease.

The most recent is, of course 
he discovery of the drug called sulf- 
be anilamide. This drug has been 
ound to be specific against certain 
orms of streptocoi, against some forms 
of pneumonia germ, and it may have 
uses in many different diseases. 


When sulfanilam'ide is taken into 


the body, itis absorbed from the stom- 
ach and is soon found in the blood 
and m the spinal fluid, penetrating as 
well into all of the organs, secretions 
and the tissues of the human body. 
Most of the material is excreated form 
Die body by way of the kidneys. In- 
creases of fluid from the kidneys will 
increase the rate of excreation of the 
drug. If the kidneys have been dam- 
aged in any way, the excreation of the 
drug is delayed. 


Already many reports have appear- 


ed on the use of this drug in cases of 
septicemia. erysipelas and in the in- 
«fection which women sometimes sus- 
tain in childbirth. In many instances 
of meningitis, the infection of this re- 
medy has been followed by favorable 
results. In cases of gonorrhea, it has 
been found most useful, particullary 
in reducing the complications which 
sometimes result from such infections 


Because of the remarkable results 


which have been secured with the 
drug in these conditions, attempts 
have been made to apply it in al sorts 
of other conditions like typhoid fever 
gas gangrene, undulat fever,' malaria' 
distemper, whooping cough and jn- 
fluenxa.

ONAPSHOTS at night are fun, and 
^ a delightful way to spend long 
winter evenings. Nowadays, with in- 
expensive lighting equipment espe- 
cially designed for the amateur, 
night snapshots are easy with any 
camera. 


You can arrange interesting and 


artistic "table-top" pictures, using 
toy automobiles, doll houses and 
miniature furniture, with a bit of 
dark carpet for grass, or sugar for 
snow, or a bit of glass on top of a 
dark surface to portray a quiet pool. 
You cau also take informal portraits 
of members of the family, pictures 
of them reading or busy with other 
activities, snapshots of the pets, and 
interior views of the home. Indeed, 
there is a wonderful range of pic- 
ture chances, none of which occur 
outdoors. 


The picture above shows how 


night snapshots are made. 4 photo 
bulb is screwed into a bridge lamp, 
with a cardboard reflector replacing 
the lampshade.

In the picture shown here, the 


light colored wall serves as a reflec- 
tor to illuminate the shadow side of 
the "table-top" scene. Ordinarily, 
two lamps are used for a picture, 
oue to illuminate each side of'a sub- 
ject. By changing the angle and posi- 
tion of the lights, many .interesting 
shadow effects can be obtained. A 
piece of cardboard can serve as a 
background as «i the picture above. 


For night snapshots, the camera 


should be loaded with a fast film of 
the "super" type. With slower films, 
it is necessary to provide two 
or three times as much light. And 
for close-ups, as shown here, a por- 
trait attachment must be placed on 
the camera lens (unless your§ i» one 
of the finer focusing cameras). 


In night picture-taking, it is im- 


portant to have your photo lights at 
a correct distance from the subject 
—not too near, and not too far away. 
An exposure guide is helpful in plac- 
ing the lights—or you can make sev- 
eral "test" pictures of each seen*,

With $9OO Homes for Relief Clients

FORT WAYNE, Ind.—A brand-new 


home put together in 24 hours on a $1 
lot and renting for $2.50 a week is Fort 
W,ayne°s answer to the problem of 
low-cost relief housing. 


Into this home has moved the city's 


first relief family and shortly, 49 other 
families will occupy similar prefabri- 
cated dwellings put up where ram- 
shackle buildings were torn down. 


A single house costs $900, financed 


by FHA insured mortgage. If the 
owner ever wants his land back the 
city will return it for ?1 at any time, 
dismantle the house in quick order 
and move it onto a new $1 lot. 
j 


Thus Fort Wayne, growing indus- 


trial community, faced with increasing 
land values which have kept its poor- 
er classes underhoused, expects to 
solve one of its most pressing prob- 
lems an dset an example which may 
be followed throughout the United 
States. 


The idea was born in 1936 when the 


Indiana state planning board, working 
in conjunction with the state fire 
marshal's office and state division of 
public health, pointed to the need 
for better, more sanitary 
low-cost 


housing. 


University Product 


Work was begun on the first pre- 


fabricated 
low-cost house in 
the 


county at Purdue University. Sev- 
eral months later it was finished and 
moved to Indianapolis on trial. 


Fort Wayne took the tip, organized 


the Fort Wayne Housing Authority, a 
public body under Indiana law, non- 
profit; tax-exempt, with right of em- 
inent domain. The Authority gets its 
running expenses from the city and is 
in other aspects an agency of the city. 


Immediately after organization, Wil- 


liam B. F.' Hall, chairman of the Au- 
thority,, asked the Federal Housing 
Authority if it were possible to erect 
model homes like that built at Pur- 
due. The idea struck the FHA fav- 
orably. 


Before long Fort Wayne Authority 


representatives went to owners of va- 
cant lots and lots on which were lo- 
cated old homes and slum shacks. The 
Authority, offered §1 for the lot, agreed 
to pay all costs of transfer and title. 


Then the WPA was called in. Work- 


ers were assigned to assemble the 
houses in sections at a low-rent fac- 
tory. Meantime, other WPA work- 
men tore down slum buildings stand-

All Good Stories Happened Once 
Cobb says he is convinced that all the 


best stories really happened. Maybe 
they are very old, and have been 
modernized many tiroes, but at some 
time they happened to somebody. The 
veteran humorist is acquainted with at 
least part of the history of a certain 
fable which has been popping up in 
variou forms ever since he can re- 
member. A man once offered to pro- 
vide docu'mfentary evidence that the 
incident really happened to a pater- 
nal ancestor during the Devolution- 
ary War.
